.. cautionary advice to boil water.

If for no other sensible or lugieal 
reason whatever, a Narberth bus lino 
should be an established factor of our 
Borough for the one magnanimous pur- 
pose of supplying an unending source of 
amusement and entertainment.

The Community Library 

All of the Y. M. C. A. books', which 
are being circulated free of charge in 
connection with the Community Club 
collection at the Community Library, 
have now been carded and cataloged 
and are available for circulation. Many 
fine old standard works, notably Thac- 
kery, Dickens and Bulwer-Lyton, are 
included in this free collection. There 
is an increasing interest shown by pat- 
rons of the lihrray in this collection of 
free books and many of them are now 
in use. Among non-fiction books issued 
this summer, the one which probably 
attracted the greatest attention, was 
"Mirrors of Washington," which ap- 
peared ananmonsly like "Mirrors of 
Downing Street," the English book 
which undoubtedly gave the unknown 
American author his inspiration. "Mir- 
rors of Downing Street" has been on 
the local Library shelves for several 
weeks and the general circulation of it 
undoubtedly caused the demand for 
"Mirrors of Washington," — a demand 
which the librnry was glad to meet, 
and "Mirrors of Washington" is now 
available for local readers. It is poli- 
tical and sharply personal and therefore 
controversial, but well worth reading. 

The collection of current magazines 
available at the Library is now so ex- 
tensive in numbers and range of inter- 
ests as to explain the constantly in- 
creasing patronage of that division of 
the Library. 

Last Friday afternoon and evening 
were busy periods for the library atten- 
dants, because the exchange of books 
was the largest yet recorded, and the 
display of birds nests aroused much 
interest. It has been decided to keep 
the birds' nests on display through 
next Friday. Nests of 10 different 
birds arc shown, some of thern quite 
rare and others beautiful in texture and 
design. The one which attracted the 
greatest attention, however, was that 
what was called "the robin apartmeiit 
house," a cluster of three nests built 
in the same place by robins on three 
succeeding seasons. The Library is 
open regularly each Friday from 2 to 
5.30 in tho afternoon, and from 7 to 
8.30 in the evening.
